At a lator day the city of Jerueslem was, according to Jo- 
sepbus, evidently saved from destruction by two correlative 
dreums, ouo of which occurred to Juddua, the Jewish High 
Priest, and the other to Alaxander tho Great. The wain par- 
ticulara 1 give in n condensed form as follows: While Alex- 
ander was cngaged in the siege of Tyre, he wrote to Jaddus, 
the High Priest ot Jorusalem, requesting him to gend him 
somo uuxiliaries and provisions, togother with suoh prezenta 
as ho had formerly aent to Darius, the Persian kiug. But 
the High Priest answered the messenger that be liad given hin 
oath to Darius uot to take up arms against him, sud that he 
would not trausgross thia while Darius lived. On hearing 
this reply, Alexander was very angry, aud determined upon 
marching against Jerusalem as roon as be nbould have coni-

open your columns to criticisms on what you publish, I pro- 
pose saying a thing or two about the abore sermon. It strikes 
me that the animus, or spirit of the sermon, is to depreciate 
the value and superlative excellence of the eacred Seriptures. 
One would infor from reading it, thut the ineulcutions of tho 
ancient heathen philosophers were fully us pure and guod and 
epiritaul und clevating, as the iuspired utterunces of the Ho 
brew kings and prophets and apostles ; and that the mass of 
the Gentile world exhibited as pare a morality as the mass of 
the Jewish nation did. If it were so, we might ask, " What 
advantage, then, hath the Jew ? or what profit is there in cir- 
cumcision 7’ To this question, St. Paul replies,  Chietly, 
because that unlo them were commilled the oracles of Ged.” 
In the first chapter of his epistle to the Romans, Paul pre- 
tents some facts in regard to the character of the Gentiles, 
which, it would seem, would convince any candid reader thut 
they were given up of God to work wickedness with grecdi- 
nens. They had lost “the inner light,” and were groping in 
midnight darkness. ‘Though some of the old pugnu philoso- 
phers ineulcated some noble sentiments, in most enses their 
sentiments seem to have bad but little influence on their own 
morals.
